1 . Applicant argues that element 305 of the Chen reference is not a double diffused source, just an n well since Chen states so. 
MPEP 2131 states "The elements must be arranged as required by the claim, but this is not an ipsissimis verbis test, i.e., identity of 
terminology is not required. In re Bond, 910 F.2d 831, 15 USPQ2d 1566 (Fed. Cir. 1990)." Accordingly Chen is not required to explicitly 
state that element 305 is a double diffused source in order to meet the claim. Applicant identifies (pg. 5 of applicant's arguments) a first 
terminal (116, fig. 3) wherein a double diffused source (152, fig. 5) is formed totally overlapping the first terminal. Accordingly Chen 
discloses a first terminal (307, fig. 3) wherein a double diffused source (305, fig. 3) is formed totally overlapping the first terminal. Therefore 
one of ordinary skill would understand Chen's element 305 to be a double diffused source as Applicant uses the term. 

2. Applicant argues that combination of APA (Admitted Prior Art) in view of Chen is improper since the examiner does not clearly 
articulate the reasons to combine rather they are merely conclusory statements. To the contrary, the rejection explicitly states that the 
advantage of reducing current leakage to improve the quality of the sensor. Furthermore Chen (lines 5-18, col. 3) expressly teaches the 
specific benefit cited by the examiner, thus allegations of impressible hindsight or conclusory statements are rendered moot. 
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
